Joseph H. Schu­ 
m acher (D) of Cleveland tendered 
his resignation to become a m em ­ 
ber of the Cleveland city council. 
Louis N lppert 
(R ) of C incinnati 
also left the house with city coun­ 
cil aspirations but w as defeated In 
the election. 
Governor 
George W hit*, how­ 
ever, is not invested with the pow er 
.o m ake appointm ents because the 
state law specifies th at vacancies 
can be filled 
only by elections. 
Therefore, the chairs, once occu­ 
pied by these men, will rem ain cov­ 
ered with d ust a t any future pro­ 
ceedings of the general assem bly. 
N otw ithstanding these tacts, all 
the senators 
and representatives,

session of the legislature, have re­ 
ceived their full salary of $2,000 for 
the two-year term .

Warden Thomas Be­ 
lieves Most Convicts 
T rustworthy.

— In a 
world like thin you h are to take 
your honeety where you can find 
it. Som etim es it’s in a penitentiary. 
W arden 
Preston E. Thom as of

found honesty in prison, along w ith 
other m iscellaneous things, such as 
liquor, narcotics, authors and radio 
crooners, which also surprised him 
by the* 
presence. 
And now, after 17 years as keep­ 
e r of “the badlands'’ have furrow ­ 
ed sm all canyons iu his brow, gray­ 
ed his hair at the tem ples, and left 
sparks of skepticism on his lips, 
he ie convinced that some of his 
long-term boarders are more hon­ 
est than their critics on the out­ 
side. 
Ironically 
enough, the wardeu, 
Aho has been defending convicts 
• gainst the criticism of the public 
or m any years, is now being sub­ 
jected to the fourth state investi­ 
gation aim ed at him and m ainly be­ 
aus* prisoners have criticised him, 
“barging he heads a cruel adm in­ 
istration. 
W ith the thum ping of their ham 
liners and the snoring of their saws, 
seven 
convicts, building a wall 
around the S tate Institution for the 
Feeble-M inded, recently told one of 
the world’s strangest com m entaries 
about the com parative honesty of 
insiders and outsiders. 
The seven m en were put to work 
with ham m er and saw to build the 
wall because certain unidentified 
m em bers of the non-prison popula 
j cion had been filching a u te prop­ 
erty from the grounds. 
The seven men, however, chosen 
from penitentiary 
trusties, were 
convicted larceners—men who had 
been sent to the penitentiary for 
stealing.

tray a shiver of uneasiness a t the 
sight of one of his prisoners with- 
tout ball and chain or some other 
satisfactory im pedim ent to flight. 
Citizen*

It m ade them “ uneasy” to have 
him around, they said.

Prospects Brighter Today

The Bible, a little larger than a 
postage stamp, Is fastened to a 
miniature pulpit, a custom which 
was followed In England in 1550.
